War Prices @ Hoindred 
Years Ago 


A lundred years ago much of 
Europe was also at war and prices 
of food were soaring much as they 
are today. 

In the unearthing of an old day 
‘book kept by Abraham Pickett, a 
#tore-keeper of Edwardsville, IIl., 
an interesting side light is thrown 
on the retail selling prices of some 
of the necessities of life in this store 
mearly a hundred years ago. 

This document bears the initial 
date, July 14,1819, gives an idea of 
what men and women of Illinois 
‘bought the year after the state was 
born and what they had to pay. 
One entry explains why wooden 
Pegs were used instead of nails in 
the building of houses and barns. 
The charge for 104 pounds of four- 
penny nails was $39.00 or nearly 
38 cents a pound, 

In 1819 beef and pork were four 
to six cents a pound and flour 98. 
to $12 a barrel, Corn was worth 
33 to 50 cents a bushel and wheat 
$1.00 These cereals dropped in 
the murket the next year to 15 cents 
for corn and 387 cents for wheat. 

One entry shows that the house- 
wife had to pay $1.25 for five Ibs. 
of sugar, ‘Another entry on the 
suine day showed that one brand of 
sugur cost 884 cents a pound and 
that pepper brought 874 cents a 
pound, 

Items for wine scattered here and 
there through the book indicate 
that the beverage sold for $6 a gal- 
lon, and that home-made brandies 
brought a little return to the mer- 
chant. Empty bottles were not 
then thrown into the alleys or gar- 
bage barrels a hundred years ago; 
For a quart receptacle of this kind 
25 conts was charged. In other 
words the bottle was worth two- 
third; as much as the whisky it 
held, 


One bridle cost $2.00, a pair of 


moccasins 50 cents, seven panes of 


glass $1.31, a pitcher 874 cents, a 
tea caddy $1.00 and a pound of tea 


$4.00

After the game F.C. Vigar gener- 
ously entertained the boys at sup- 
per at the Palm Parlors and he will 
ever be remembered by the Bassano 
and Gleichen boys.

K P. R. Shops at North Bay 


| Extensive Alterations and Additions 
| Made to Equipment - 

A description of the enlargement of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway's  divi- 
sional shops at North Bay shows how 
extensive the alterations and exten-)| 
sions are, Work on these was com- 
menced early in 1913, and required 
about a year tc complete. The! 
project included not only the exten- 
sion of the shops but also the mechan- 
ical yards, involving the reclamation | 
of a small section of land along; 
the shore of Lake Nipissing. The 
motive power, prior to the change 
consisted of «a 23 stall locomotive 
house, with small machine and black- 
smith shop attached to the West end. 
This combined building was of a 
heavy masonry construction, and nas 
been retained in the new layout. To 
the west there has. been added a 
combined mathine and erecting shup, | 
served by a transfer table, along the 
west frontage of the shop. The erect- 
ing shop contains-12 tracks, the depth 
of the erecting shop being 70 feet. 
The alterations have, indeed; been 
$0 extensive as to almost produce the 
feeling of entire newness as to ap- 
pearance and size. The normal 
monthly production is eight loco- 
motives. Repairs of all kinds are 
made, Old engine, are made to look 
like new; more mien have been em- 
ployed; and under the direction of

have made North Bay the bustling 
city it is—as the C.P.R. from the start 
made it a junctional point-and had 
their regular shops there.

Acts of Bravery Performed in the 


Heat of Battle 

Thrilling tales of the bravery of 
the soldiers at the front are told in 
the following letteis. 

“Near our trench,” says a soldier 
returned from the /isne, ‘there were 

lot of wounded and their cries for 
water were pitiful. In the trenches 
was a quiet chap of the Engineers, 
who could stand it no longer. “He 
collected all the water botties he 
could lay hofa@ of, and said he was 
going out. The air was thick with 
shell and rifle fire, and to show wour- 
self at all was to sign your death: 
warrant, That chip knew it as well 
to stop him. He got to the frat man 
all right and gave him a swig from 
a bottle. No sooner did he show 
himself than the Germans «opened 


“After attending to the first man 
he crawled along the ground to others 
until he was about a quarter of a mile 
away from us. Then he stcod up and 
zigzagged toward another batch of 
wounded, but that was the end of him. 
The German fire gct hotter and hotter. 
He was hit badly, and with just a 
slight upward fling of his arms he 
dropped to e:.rth like the hero he was. 
“Later, he was picked up with the 
wounded, but he was as dead as they 
make them out there. The wounded 
men for whose sake he had risked 
and lost Lis life thought a lot of him, 
and were greatly cut up at his death. 
One of them who was hit so hard that 
he would ncver see another Sunday 
said to me as we passed the Engineer 
chap, who lay with aj smile on his 
white face and had more bullets in 
him than: would set a battalion of 
sharpshooters up in business for 
themselves, ‘He was a rare good one, 
he was. It's something worth living 
for .to have seen a deed like that, 
and now that I have seen it I don't 
care what becomes of me.’ That's 
what we all felt-about it.” 

The story of the bravery of Cor- 
poral Lupin, of Liege, is told by a 
Belgian officer. 

We were on the right bank of the 
Meuse, at Bellaire, in close touch 
with the German battery. The mus- 
ketry on both sides was terrible. All 
at once, the Germans adopted new 
tactics. They seemed to withdraw 
from their position, and we could 
distinctly notice their ranks splitting 
as if in great confusion. It was only 
to bring up more artillery which had 
been rushing from behind. The move 
was smartly executed, the ranks 


seemed as if they were goinz to have 
the advantage over us, 


But now young Lupin had seen 
hig ghance looming, and what he did 
altogether changed the  ferce of 


things. 

Like a flash, fhe boy dashed off un- 
der_ cover. of g ditch fo the left of 
the German hattefY. t 300 metres 
distance he found sheljer behind a 
wall. He took aim at the battery in 
enfilade, and his Matser brought 
down in quick succession the chief 
officer, the under officers, and the 


artillerymon. 


This time real confusion took place 
at the German battery, which was 
nearly silenced, The Germans, think- 
ing that a whole platoon was now 
attacking them, directed their last 
piece of artillery on the wall, and 
with a terrific carsh the wall came 
down, burying the brave Corporal 
Lupin. The boy's bravery had weak- 
ened the German poistion, and it did 
not take us long to scatter them and 
put another victory on our Ilzt.

Winter is the Chief Horror of the 
Protracted Struggle in Russia 
The climate of Poland where the 
Russo-German campaign is raging, is 
about the game as the clima‘e of New 
York ‘and Chicago, and none of us 
would like to do a great deal of cam- 
paigning with the mercury hovering 
between the freezing and the zero 
marks. “Memory of the horrible stffer- 
ings endured by Napoleon's men on 


heir winter retreat from Moscow, 
when men huddled together in great 
heaps on barn floors to keep warm at! 
nights, and woke up in the morning to 
find those in the outer layer déad froin 
the cold, raigeg vivid imuginings of 
the horrors men: might suffer. Of 
course modern armies are infinitely 
better provided for than that aban-; 
doned one. - But we freqnently hear of 
lack of food and clothing. It is mur- 
derous, without waggons, to make long 
marches-or for ‘the men to bivouac, 
for each youu have to garry an un- 
supportable load of blankets and over- 
coat, besides rifle and ammunition. 
Much depends.on the rapidity of Rus-! 
sia’s present advance towards Ber- 
lin, which is, to say the least, remark- 
able. Winter is the chief horror of 
the protracted struggle that is in pro- 
gress not only in the east Prussian 
marshes and in Poland, but also in 
the uplands of Galicia and the Carpa- 
thian passes where there has been 
much suffering. 

We are more intimate with the 
horrors of the trenches in Flanders 
where the climate is more like that 
of Washington. Up in the hills of the 
ArJennes, and further up in the 
Vosges Mountains that form the 
boundary between France ani Alsace, 
the cold at night is intense. The pro- 
gress of invention has made such a 
difference between now and the wars 
of a century ago that it is hard to 
reason from one to the other. We 
have now vastly larger accumulations 
of men and better facilities for sup- 
plies and comforts. Modern equip- 
ment with motor truck transport 
makes even winter campaigning in 
the snow possible, which of old it was 
not, and the parties to the war have 
such vast armies in the fleld and such 
vast daily expenses that to some of 
them delay would be more exhausting 
than war. The time cannot bo remote! 
when the beleaguered nations of Ger- 
many and Austria must face starva- 
tion.—Montreal Witness. Z

How “Steinauer of Potsdam” Cast a 
Network of Spying’ Across 
Britain 
“Steinauer of Potsdam,” the director 
of the extenst¥e German espionage 
system, made his London headquart- 
ers at Buckingham Palace as a mem- 
ber of the imperial suite during the 
Kaiser's Visit to London in May, 1911, 
according to an article in. the Daily 
Express. The Kaiser at that time de- 
scribed his.own visit as ‘quite a 
family and private one,” and one 
which “must have the best results in 


the relations between the two coun- 
tries,” 


espionage in Great Britain prior to the 
present war was indicated recently by 
a statement issued by the Home Sec- 
retary, im which he said: : 
“It was clearly ascertained five years 
ago that the Germans were making 
great efforts to estabilsh a system of 
espionage in this country, and in order 
to trace and thwart these efforts a 
special intelligence department was 
established by the admiralty and the 
war Office. * * © 


supported by all the means that could 
be placed at its disposal by the Home 
Secretary, was able in three years, 
from 1911 to 1914, to discover the 
ramifications of the German secret 
service in HWngland. 

“In spite of enormous efforts and 
lavish expenditure of money by the 
enemy little valuable information 
passed into their hands.” 

The counsel for the treasury, during 
the hearing of an espionage charge at 
Bow street police court recently, said 
that Steinauer’s name had figured in 
almost every espionage investigated 
in this country in recent years. 

As described by the Daily Express’s 
informant, Steinauer, who is said to be 
known universally throughout the Ger-| 
man secret service merely as “Stein- 
auer of Potsdam,” ig about 40 years 
old, comes of good German stock 
and is an officer in the Prussian army. 
“He is a man of refinement, quiet in 
manner,” the newspaper gays, “an ex- 
cellent conversationalist, with a senge 
of humor not usually found in a Ger- 
man, a good linguist and of great dar- 
ing. He speaks English with only a 
slight trace of German accent: When 
not arrayed in his Prussian uniform he 
might easily be mistaken for a man 
about town with his fastidious taste 
in dress, His clothes are always of 
the latest London fashion, Even his 
hats are London made.”

Brave Deeds 
Under Fire 


British Firing Line Wiped out by Ger 
man Artillery 

A wounded officer, now in hospital 
in London, gives the following vivid 
account of the experiences of himseli 
and his men under the fire of Ger- 
man artillery at 800 yards range: 

“Our regiment,” he says, “was or- 
dered to advance and attack the 
enemy, who were reported to be re- 
tiring. We marched along a flat road 
for some distance, and then came un. 
der a fairly long range artillery fire, 
which caused us to extend, 

I saw a wood on my front which 
seemed to offer sdme cover from the 
shells, so I led my men towardg it. 
We then entered the wood, and had 
quite a lively time driving out the 
German infantry. 

The enemy are no match for us 
in this kind of fighting, and the men 
enjoyed thoroughly the work of 
hunting up the Germant, whom they 
shot down like rabbits. When we 
reached the outskirts of the wood 
We came under a terrible artillery 
fire from the enemy's guns, which 
were only 800 yards away. I with- 
drew my men under the cover of a 
ditch, and then moved towards the 
left to find out what had happened 
to Captain B—— and our other pla- 
toon.

I took eight men and again moved 
to the outskirts of the wood, where 
I found a perfectly flat turnip field 
stretching away towards the enemy, 
About 300 yards out I saw a line of 
our infantry lyirg flat on the 
ground, and made my way towards 
them. No sooner did we leave the 
cover of the wood,than the enemy’s 
guns opened on us, I shall never 
forget traversing those 300 yards. 
The enemy's guns were only 800 
yards away, and they fired with ex- 
treme accuracy, 

It seemed imposible that my little 
party could escape. Throe were 
almost immediately hit but we 
others kept on, and reached the line 
lying in the open. Half a platoon 
were extende.. at five paces. 

To my horror I found all were dead 
or wounded except three men, who 
were keeping perfectly still, I found 
the subaltern, Lieutenant B—, on one 
knee, with one hand resting on the 
ground just in the -ttitude of a run- 
ner who {s waiting the signal for the 
start. A shrapnel bullec had pierced” 
his head,

How Detectives Haunt New 
York’s Financial District. 


PROTECTING ITS MILLIONS. 


There Is No Display of Uniformed Po- 
Ilee, but the Gags of Gold and the 
Bundles of Bills and Securities Are 
Closely Watched by Keen Eyes.

More millions of dollars are carried 
through Wall street every day than 
any other thoroughfare In the country 
gees in a week, and yet to the casun 
observer at Jeust the great financial 
center bousts fewer policemen and de 
tectives thau the average city boule 
yard. The explanation is in the “boast. 
ing.” Wall street 's not obstrusive in 
its inethods of guar"; Its money, but 
it guards it nevertheless The appar 
evtly jJdle individual lounging alouy 
just behind a bank clerk hurrying to 
ward the subtreasury, with a suit case 
in his hand, is an armed detective. The 
man loitering on the curb and that 
other seeming workman riding on the 
tail of a wagon creaking under its 
Jond of canvas bags ure detectives and 
very much alert to what 1s going on 
for the clerk with the suit case fs car 
rying a small fortune in paper money, 
and the truck's loud {ts $2,000,000 in 
ve gold. 

Wall street long ago learued that un- 
ween guards were fan better than a dis 
play of uniformed police, for they do 
not attract a crowd of curious, says 
the New York Tribune.

clerks as well as bank thieves. Under 
the present method a bank clerk has 
‘ the comfortable feeling that a million 
or two have been intrusted to bim, while 
at his heels may tread a detective who 
e e sees that the money reaches Its desti- 
nation in safety; ten be is swallowed 
up in the crowd, and neither clerk nor 

crowd is aware of his existence. 

A few yeurs ago un express company 
sent a large consignment of cash to 
Wall street in wagous guarded by men 
carrying rifles, The caravan attracted 
such a crowd and advertised so widely 
the sending and receiving of riches that 
the company never repeated Its expert- 
ment of a show of force, Now. mil- 
lions are shipped across the city in 
open trucks, with only a “helper” on 
the seat beside the driver, But both 
driver and helper are heavily armed, 

. und on the sidewalk keeping pace witb 
ns! the wagon are two or three unobtrusive 
Individuals who are special guards and 
known for their ability to hit whatever 
they sboot at. 

In the vaults of the New York sub 
treasury is “pertaps™ $350,000,000 - in 
money, and yet one sees few guards 
around the building. But the guarda 
are there and doubly awe inspiring be 
cause they are unseen and unknown, 
A clerk in shirt sleeves lounges for a 
minute in the corridor while a band 
truck piled bigh with canvas bags is 
dragged into the building. The can- 
vas bags are filled witb gold, and the 
“eferk” Is apn arined detective. Bach 
canvas bag, by the way, weighs eight 
een pounds and contains $5,000 In gold. 
A wagon bucks up to the curb, It, too, 
is loaded with white bags, much splash- 
ed with mud from their Journey from 
foine steamship dock, Two or three 
clerks stand idly ou the sidewalk, and 
u hatless map paces the corridor while 
the bugs are being hauled into the 
Lullding—more gold here and more de- 
toclives, but so uuobtrusively is the 
Wivle work carried on that no crowd Is 
attracted to the scene,

the subtreasury is ‘an arsenal and fully 
prepared to deal either with the in- 
dividual robber or the colléctive mob. 
igh up between the Doric columns 
thut Hunk the Pine street entrance to 
the building are two apparently smal) 
holes, Oue votices the Leavy Iron door 
ind the stout irou grille, but not the 
holes in the masonry, And yet those 
holes are the real terror to possible 
thieves or mobs, for they are fitted with 
trapdoors, and their purpose Is to per- 
tit the dropping of dynamite bombs 
pou the heads of rioters should they 
storm the building. 

diut these bombs ure but a small part 
of the system of defense. Scattered 
round among the clerks in the various 

i vlus are open pine boxes, each of 
which holds a half dozen revolvers. 
The boxes are so placed as to be with- 
iu reach of the clerks at all times, and 
the clerks know how to shoot, 

lt is up under the roof of the build- 
ing, however, that the geal arsenal is 
to be found. It contuins at present a 
hundred Springfield tities, tweuty of 
which are fitted with bayonets, and 
12,000 rounds of ammunition, Close by 
are four Gatling guns mounted on 
their tripods and provided with 20,000 


® rounds of cartridges. Besides these 
nre a hundred Colt revolvers, with 1,200 
cartridges, and, most awe inspiring of 
all perhips, 1,500 bombs are ready to 
he dropped through those holes over 
the entrance ov the heads of any “un- 


desirable” persous who Insist upon en- 
tering the building 

Under the eaves on the Nassau street 
front of the building the windows are 
equipped with steel shutters so de- 
signed that they may be projected 
from the wall and give shelter to 
nirksmen svho with thelr rifles could
